The Parliament hath Enacted, that every one ſhall Subſcribe a Pro- 
feſſion of their Chriſtiau Belief, in theſe Words. 


1 A. B. Profeſs Faith in God the Father, and in Feſus Chriſt his 
1 Eternal Son the true God, and in the Holy Spirit; One God Bleſſed 
for ever more. And do Acknowledge the Holy Scriptures of the Old and 
New Teſtament, to be given by Divine Inſpiration. 


So that hereby it appears they account us Chriſtians, and this 
2 Chriſtian Belief, and oblige us to Acknowledge Divine Inſpiration. 
But this Yicar ſaith, we are Blaſphemers, and the Government 
intends we ſhould own the Article about the Trinity, in other terms 
than are here mentioned. And however the Vicar is againſt us, 
or, Divine Inſpiration, they oblige us to own it; and therefore we 
have no juſt cauſe to doubt, but they themſelves alſo own it, what- 
ever the Vicar doth.

But O! This Act is what greatly troubles ſome Angry 
Ficars and Reftors, that are more for Perſecution of ſuch, than the 
Initing the Queens Proteſtant Subjects in Intereſt and Affection: 
And therefore thus Rail and Clamour, and ſeek to Pick Quarrels, 
ind preſume to Contradict (the Head of their Church, Defend- 
zr of their Faith, and their Reverend Fathers in God, as they 
Yetend to own them to be,) by aſſerting thoſe that they Tole- 
ate, and own to be Proteſtants and Chriſtians, and have pro- 
rided means to Unite them in Intereſt and Affèction, are na Pro- 
eftant Diſſenters nor Chriſtians, but Blaſphemers; and ſuch that ought 
ot to he Tolerated, nor fit to be Suffered to Propagate their 
ind; being as the Angry Rector of Barton, and Vicar of Banbury, 
iy, in Contradiction to the Governours, no Chr:ftians but Blaſphe- 
ers: And the Vicar of Banbury ſaith, The Gavernours expett we 
vould Declare our Chriſtian Belief of this Doctrine, in other Terms than 
5 Covernours have Enatted ;, and he renders thoſe not fit to be 
*olerated or United in Intereſt and Affection, which they make 
e Reaſon or Intent of the Act, viz. for Uniting the Queens Pro-

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teſtant ay of in bereft and Affection: By which it appears, he is 

not for ſo Uniting them, tho* the Governours are; he is not for 
Toleration, tho? they are; he is rather for Perſecution, Ruine and 
Deſtruttion, of the Queen's Proteſtant Subjects, and thereby weak- 
ning the Proteſtant Intereſt, rather than for ſtrengthening it. 
This pretended Son of the Church ſeems more inclined, to have 
them Dragoon d, or uſed like the French Proteſtants, than to have 
them Tolerated : For he faith, that they are no Chriſtians, but He- 
reticks and Blaſphe mers, and therefore not fit to be Tolerated. For
